GOULD ACADEMY OPENS 
ITS 140th YEAR 

Gould Academy opened its. 140th 
year asa coeducational prepara- 
tory school in Bethel on Monday 
with an oanrollment of 186  stu- 
dents.

S. A. D. #44 DIRECTORS 
HELD AT TELSTAR 

A special meeting of the M. S. 
A. D. #44 board of directors was

Sales. These companies need free 
competition and a steady flow of 
capital to permit the innovation 
and growth needed to stimulate 
the economy.

The Board of Directors of the 
Maine Good Roads Association re- 
cently voted ynanimously to. ac- 
tively support a $13,6 million bond. 
issue which Maine voters: will be 
asked to approve in referendum on 
Tuesday; Nov. 4. 

The Directors of the 1,000 mem- 
ber Association affirmed that “the

Prince addéd that the jobs of at 
least. 5,000: Maine. workers are di- 
rectly tied to passage of the 
bond issue “and the jobs of thou; 
sands more directly and indirectly 
tied fo the road program, are in 
real jeopardy if the bond issue 
fails. In addition, many Maine 
companies. will be out of business 
if this funding for a vital and: ba- 
sic road and bridge improvement 
program fails to obtain the appro- 
val of Maine’s electorate.” 

Meeting during the Associa- 
tion’s annual convention at the 
Treadway-Samoset Resort, Rock- 
port, the Directors determined 
that. the majority of the 105 road 
and bridge projects which the bond 
issue would help.to fund are over- 
whelmingly safety oriented pro- 
jects which reach into every coun- 
ty in Maine, 

Prince stated that “even with
